Rome, Oct. 12.—Derna was bombard­ 
ed yesterday. 
Hospitals and barracks 
were damaged as well as other build­ 
ings, and many were killed and wound- 
The bombardment followed an 
unsuccessful attempt on the part of 
Italian bluejackets to make a landing 
for a warship in the harbor. 


London, Oct. 12.—"From an authori­ 
tative quarter,’’ says Reuter’s Berlin 
correspondent, 
"it 
is 
learned 
that 
the efforts of the powers, especially 
of Germany, to secure a suspension of 
Hostilities in Tripoli nave been so suc­ 
cessful that both belligerents have 
agreed upon an armistice, though offi­ 
cial decision has not yet been taken. 
Italy will continue to send troops to 
Tripoli pending the outcome of the ne­ 
gotiations which follow the armistice, 
but no hostilities will occur.” 
It is said that Italy will allew the 
Turkish garrison to evacuate/Tripoli 
with m ilitary honors and spare the hu­ 
miliation of ^surrender provided that 
T urley will become reconciled to the 
unconditional- loss of the province. 
Peace under such conditions is possi­

tween capital and labor. Davis finally 
withdrew his questions. 
Practically the entire afternoon yes­ 
terday was taken up with the exam­ 
ination of Nelson by Clarence Barrow, 
chief counsel for the defense, and Jo­ 
seph Scott, associate counsel. 
Nelson 
was trapped finally into an admission 
of some prejudice in the case, aud 
while he was still in the box when 
court adjourned, it is certain he will 
be 
challenged. 
Adjournment 
was 
taken until IO o’clock Friday morning, 
as today is Columbus day, a legal holi­ 
day in California.
